Statistics Declared to Show 
Great Increase in Cotton 
and Copper Exports to 
the Scandinavian Coun- 
tries and Holland Since 
the War Began. 


GENERAL EXPORTS 
REVEAL A DECREASE 


Britain Announces Her Read- 
iness to Take Up Particu- 
lar Cases in Which Hard- 
ships May Be inflicted on. 
Neutrals.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—Elaborate 


statistics have been assembled by the 
State Department to refute the British 
assumption that increased exportations 
from the United States to Holland and 
Scandinavia: countries indicate that 
some of these goods are finding their 
way into Germany and Austria. The 
figures will be included in a preliminary 
draft. being prepared for President Wil- 
gon \of the reply to the three British 


notes made public yesterday. 

A study of trade conditions between 
the United Statez and neutral European 
countries has len made by the Btate 
Déparwment and investigations of Scan- 
dinavian and Dutch trade by the De- 
partment: of Commierce. A report from 
Consul-General Skirner at London also 
has Been réceived on the foreign trade 
ef Great Brital: for the six months end- 
ed iene ofed te shows that British ex- 

andinavian countries and 

ia have increased since the war 

began along the same line as American 
exports to these countries. 

The State Department will contend 
that there can be no more assumption 
that American goods, going to these 
meutral countries, are bound for Ger. 
many, than that British goods, exporte? 
there, will reach Great Britain’s ene- 
mies. 

British Cotton Exports. 

The London report shows that while 
Great Britain’s general exports decreased 
materially in the first »six months ot 
1916, as compared with the same period 
of 1914, imports increased. Re-exports 
during June, the first month during 
which the British Order in Council was 
fully effective, showed an increase of 
$2,094, 838. 

In cotton, one of the much-disputed 
articles in the trade, Great Britain's im- 
ports increased by 1,314,592 centals of 112 
potnds each. Of the re-exports of cot- 
ton Consul-General Skinner says: 

“Holland and Sweden each took about 
five times ks much cotton in June, 1915, 
as in June, 1914, and during the past half 
year Sweden received 142,543 centals and 
Holland 250,828 centals of cotton as 
against 18,642 centals and 17,78 centale, 
respectively, in the same period of 1914.’ 

Copper Export Figures. 

Large increase in all lines of cotton 
goods and cotton yarns from Great 
Britain to Sweden, Norway, Denmark 
and the Netherlands for the first six 
_ Months of 1915 are shown. Despite a 
general decrease in exports of manu- 
Zactured copper, Great Britain sent Nor- 
way 817 tons in 1915, as against 48 tons 
fix. 1914. Increased Ameri.:an copper ex- 
rerts to Sca:dinavian -ountries have 
been cited by Great Britain to sustain 
her contention. 

These British trade figures with many 
others collected by the State Depart- 
ment have been arranged for use in 
replying to Great Britain, if the Presi- 
dent determires to argue the question, 
despite the flat refusal of this ocuntry 
tc recognize Great Britain's right to 
interfere with non-contraband commerce 
through neutral ports, even if it ts for 
firal consumption by -a belligerent. 

Encouraged by the announcement 
from London that a part of the cargo 
of the steamer Neches had been re- 
hased, Officials determined today to 
press iaformal negotiations to obtain 
an agreement that would release al! 
the vast quantity of American-bound 
commodities now lying on Rotterdam 
docks;

DELAWARE, Wis., Aug. 5.—Helpless 
te save them, Mr. and Mrs. George 
('.. Bryant watched their three children, 
Helen, Lucy and Mary, burn to death 
last night in their cottage at Lake JJel- 
aware, a resort near here. Bryant is 
president of the Racine Rubber Co. 


Mr. and Mrs. Bryant were enter- 
} taining on the first floor of their cot- 
tage when the fire was discovered. The 
bedrooms in which the children slept 
were cut off by flames and smoke. 
The children opparently were dazed and 
refused to jump from the window when 
they were told to do so. By the time 
a ladder was procured the children 
were dead. 

That there were not more casualties 
Was due to the fact that within a few 
minutes after the fire was discovered in 
the Bryant cottage the residents of the 
resort had formed a bucket brigade and 
water was carried up the beach from the 
lake and thrown on the flames. 

Despite this, elght cottages in all were 
destroyed, the only way the residents 
could fight the fire being by means of 
a fire brigade. The fire was finally 
brought under control by the dynamit- 
ing of three cottages. The cottages de- 
Stroyed were only 200 feet from the 
Highland Hotel, the largest on the lake. 

The fire is believed to have started 
from an overheated chimney. Because 
of the cold weather, grate fires have 
been lighted in the cottages for several 
hights. 


MISSOURI PACIFIC FOLDER 
CALLS ST. LOUIS FIFTH CITY 


Misstatement on Population Rank 
Discovered in Literature Distrib- 
uted .t Panama Fair. 

While Boston and Cleveland, filled 
with envy and emulation, are threat- 
ening to push St. Louis out of fourth 
place in population ranks, the Mis- 
souri Pacific-Iron Mountain _ Rail- 
Way system, in a widely circulated 
folder, has already put St. Louis in 
fifth place. 

The folder, entitled. “The Globe,” 
was published primarily for distri- 
bution among visitors of the Pan- 
ama-Pacific Exposition at San Fran- 
cisco, It is also distributed all over 
the railway system. It contains a 
panoramic picture: of St. Louis and 
a picture of Eads Bridge. In the ac- 
companying reading matter is a par- 
agraph which says: “St. Louls ranks 
fifth in Uncle Sam’s honor roll of 
large cities.” 7 3 

When a “Post-Dispatch reporter. 
who discovered the error in the fold- 
er, showed the misstatement to 
James W. Booth, advertising agent 
for the Missouri Pacific system, in 
his office in the Railway Exchange 
Building, Booth expressed amazement 
that such an error should creep into 
the folder. 

The responsibility, he said, rested 
with the office of F. A. Wadleigh. 
passenger traffic manager of the 
Denver & Rio, Grande division of the! 
road, whose office is in Denver. The 
folder had been prepared for publi- 
cation there, he said, Booth yesterday 
wrote a letter to Wadleigh calling 
attention to the mistake. 


AMERICA'S SALT CONSUMPTION, 
100 POUNDS PER CAPITA A YEAR 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—Salt con- 
sumed in the United States amounted to 
§,998,520,560 pounds during 1914, an in- 
crease of 41,575,800 pounds over that con- 
sumed in 1913. That amount, announced 
today by the Geological Survey, would 
mean a per capita consumption of a}- 
most 100 pounds for the year. Sugar’s 
per capita consumption during 1914 was 
$9.14 pounds. 

Salt production in the United States 
was 9,736,911,160 pounds and imports were 
261,609,320 pounds during 1914. That pro- 
duced in this country was valued at $10,- 
71,358, Production was greater than ‘n 
1913, keeping pace with the increase of 
population. 

There has been a steady downward 
trend in the cost of salt owing to the 
abundant sources of supply and also the 
greatest advance made in the last few 
decades in methcds of manufacture.

A. B.LANBERT SA 
TO HAVE QUT THE 
GLEN ECHO BOARD 


Resigned When His Offer to 
Take Over Property Was Re- 
jected, It Is Declared. 


The reported resignation of Alber. 
Bond Lambert from the board of nine 
trustees who bought the Glen Esho 
Golf Club property and led a plan to 
reorganize the club, in which 135 former 
members were left out, has added a 
new quirk to the already tangled story 
of the now famous ‘“‘golfuss.”’ 

Lambert, when asked about the mat- 


ter by a Post-Dispatch reporter this 


morning, said: 

“T will not deny the report, but I am 
not in a position to discuss the club’s 
affairs at this time.”’ 

He was then asked whether, in the 
event of his resignation, it would mean 
he would retain his financial holdings 
in the venture or would get out alto- 
sether. He again refused to discuss it, 
repeating the words, “at this time.’’ 

Another man closely identified with 
the club’s affairs refused to be quoted 
for publication, but declared he knew 
positively that Lambert had resigned. 
He said that he had heard several ver- 
sions of the matter, the most striking of 
which was that Lambert had offered tu 
other trustees to take over the entire 
investment to be used for the benefit of 
the whole organization. 


said to Have Made Ultimatum. 
This story has it that Lambert de 


livered a sort of ultimatum last Satur- 
day that if his offer were not accepted 
by Monday he would withdraw altogeth- 
er. A curious feature of this version is 
that one of the trustees to whom he 
made the proposal was James C. Jones, 
who has gone on record as opposed tu 
all plans that would involve freezing 
out any of the members of the old or- 
ganization. . 

Lambert has been regarded all along 
as the moving spirit in the Board of 
Trustees. He is supposed to have been 
iargely instrumental in forming the plan 
whereby he and the other trustees bid 
in the club’s property for $132,000 at auc- 
tion. 

The original plan was to control the 
new club’s affairs by a voting trust of 
the nine trustees. The big row was 
started when it was learned that 135 of 
the old Glen Echo members had been 
scratched off the list of those to be in- 
vited to jofn the new club. 

“Outs” Decided to Sue. 

Some of the “outs” decided to contest 
the matter in the courts and instructed 
their attorney, Frank H. Sullivan, to 
fle a suit for that purpose. Sullivan 
said today that the petition had not 
been prepared, but that he was work- 
ing on the matter. 

Ss. T. G. Smith, one of the trustees, 
said this morning that most of the 
nine were out of the city. He said he 
knew nothing of Lambert's resigna- 
tion, but that if Lambert did resign, 
the other trustees would continue to 
handle the affairs of the club as they 
have planned,

Judge Hogan, Brother-in-Law, 
Finds That He Is Disqualified 
and Transfers Case.

Elmer Kigl, 20-year-old son of 
Mayor Kiel, arrested yesterday on a 
charge of violation of the traffic 
ordinance at Sixth and Olive streets, 
hurried to the court of his brother 
in-law, Judge Hogan of the Munici- 
pal Police tribunal, this morning, for 
trial. 

Young Kiel and Republican City 
Committeeman “Hank’’ Weeke were 
yaiting in the Judge’s chambers 
when Judge Hogan arrived. 

Judge Hogan said at first he would 
try the case on its merits regardless 
of the relationship between himself 
and the defendant, but atfer consult- 
ing the ordinances he decided that 
the law required.him to disqualify 
himself, as it specifically forbids 
that a police court Judge shall sit 
in a case in which he and the de- 
fendant are relatives. He then cer- 
tified the case to Judge Sanders’ 
court. 

Judge Sanderg fined young Kiel $5, 
but stayed the fine on payment of 
$3 costs. 

Kiel was arrested by Policeman Tucker 
at Sixth and Olive streets yesterday 
afternoon. Tucker testified that Kiel 
ignored a signal and attempted to turn 
his automobitie south when east and 
west traffic had the right of way. 

Before the trial the policeman said 
Kiel boasted of being the Mayor’s son 
and threatened to ‘‘get his job.” He 
said nothing about this when testifying. 

Kiel testified that he did not know 
he was violating the traffic law when 


ne attempted to make the turn. He de- 


nied published statements that he had 
threatened the policeman. After the 
trial he said he would not prefer charges 
against Tucker.

Price Has Advanced 269 Points Since 
Beginning of War—Company Never 
Has Paid a Dividend. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—Common stock 
of the eBthiehem Steel Corporation, 
whose rise kas seen few parallels in the 
history of the New York Stock Ex- 
change, passed the 300 mark today. It 
sold during the morning at 301, a gain 
since the beginning of the war of 269 
points The cumpany was incorporated 
in 1994 and the stock has never paid a 

dividend. 

The rise today was 11 points from the 
previous-high record, established yester- 
day, of 20. The stock has advanced 530 
points this week. When the Stock —x- 
change closed on July 30, 1914, just be- 
fore the outbreak of the war, it was 
quotei at 32. The advance of this stock 
and the shares of other corporations in 
the war order group, has been accom- 
panied by unrestrained speculation with 
little authentic information on which to 
base such a rise. 

It tas ben known in a general way 
that eBthlehem Steel has recived huge 
war orders on which the profits presum- 
ably are large, but no official figure have 
been given out.

‘*The German armies under Gen. von Scholz and Gen. von Gallwitsz aa: 
vanced in the direction of the road between Lomza, Ostrov and Wyszkow 
and fought a number of violent engagements. The brave and desperate 
resistance of the Russians on both sides of the road between Ostrov and 
Rozan was without success. . 

Lomza, Ostrov and Wyszkow are to the northeast of Warsaw. Wyszkow 
City is 27 miles from the Polish capital. Ostrov is 30 miles northeast of 
Wyszkow and Lomza is 27 miles north of Ostrov. Rozan is 24 miles hie 
of Wyszkow.

Public Service Commission Or- 
ders Test on Four of City’s 
Busiest Lines.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 5.—The Pub- 
lic Service Commission today ordered 
the United Railways Co. to make a 
three months’ test on four of the busi- 
est lines in_the city to ascertain wheth- 
er the proposed elimination of 770 
Stops in the city of §t. Louis, as pro- 
posed by the street car company, would 
result in more rapid transit or better 

seryice to public. 

The test will begin Sept. 1 and end 
Dec. 1 and the lines selected for the 
test are the Olive-Delmar, Olive-Univer- 
sity, Olive-Maryland and Broadway. 

On the Olive-Delmar line the follow- 
ing stops will be eliminated during the 
test period: Twenty-second street, 
Leonard, stop between Newstead and 
Taylor, stop between Theresa and 
Grand, West Hall, Culver place, stop 
between Delmar and Walton, Aubert, 
Academy walk, Lake, Windermere, 
Laurel, De Giverville, Stone Steps and 
Westgate. 

Olive-University Line. 

Olive-University line: Twenty-second, 
Leonard, stop. between Theresa and 
Grand, West Hall, Culver place, stop 
between Boyle and Taylor, Westmin- 
ster, stop between Buclid and King’s 
highway, stop between Lake and Union,

AUSTRIA'S ARMS 
EMBARGO REQUEST 
S. [MPRACTICAL 


U. S. Reply to Deny Contention 
That Unhindered Trade Im- 
pairs Neutrality. 


NOTE TO BE SENT SOON 


Government Holds That Limit 
on War Exports Cannot Be 
Arbitrarily Set.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—The Ameri- 
can reply to Austro-Hungary’s recent 
diplomatic note suggesting an embarg? 
on war ‘exports to gfe allies on the 
ground that the traffic has grown tv 
proportions which violate American neu- 
trality, has practically been finished by 
the State Department, and will be dis- 
patched to Vienna within the next few 
days. 

The note reiterates the position of the 
United States as it was expressed on 
a previous occasion to Count von Bern- 
storff, the German Ambassador, that 
“the placing of an embargo on the 
trade in arms at this time would be @ 
direct violation of the neutrality of the 
United States.”’ 

Austria's contention that “a ,neutral 
government is not permitted to allow 
unhindered trade in contraband of war 
if this trade assumes such a charactor 
or proportions that the neutrality of the 
country is thereby impaired,” is de- 
clared in the American reply to be im- 
practical. The United States contends 
that a limit beyond which the amount 
of war exports to a belligerent endan- 
gers the neutrality of a nonbelliegeren:, 
cannot be arbitrarily set. 

The further contention in the Austrian 
note that Congress would, under the con- 
stitution, be justified in empowering the 
President to restrict war shipments, is 
met with the statement that the United 
States feels any change in its own laws 
during the war, would, according to in- 
ternational law, be an unjustifiable de- 
parture from its policy of strict neu- 
trality.

It was the American Govern- 
ment itself in the American: Civil War. 
If the United States condemns our 
practice it condemns a practice <o 
which its own Government and prize 
courts resorted when confronted with 
a similar problem.” 

Speaking of the Neches case, which 
President Wilson cites as an example 
ot the operation of the crder in Coun- 
cil, the Chronicle remarks: 

“It would seem natural in this case 
to follow the ordinary course, unless, 
indeed, President Wilson is bent on 
breaking down the ordinary course and 
forcing the pace at the cost of severe 
international frictions.” 


Regrets Nations Are “at Odds.” 

The Times “regrets to learn that 
America and Great Britain still are at 
odds over the British ‘blockade’ o1f 
Germany. The stand taken by Presi- 
dent Wilson involves some issues of 
very considerable moment which con- 
tain the potentiality of a friction which 
it is desirable to avoid. Sir Edward 
Grey is in a strong position when he 
emphasizes the peculiar circumstances 
of the case and recalls how, during the 
Civil War, when faced with a similar 
emergency, the United States had to 
expend the current practices of inter- 
national law to meet it. He is, perhaps, 
less convincing when he pleads that 
we have used the order In council as 
leniently as possible. 

“The American complaint is not only 
that our proceeding is illegal, but that 
ic brings us no advantage we could not 
have had by declaring a regular block- 
ade, What we fear fs that along the 
present lines the diplomatic discussion 
of these issues with the United States 
will lead to no tangible results beyond 
a needless and accumulating irritation. 
There could be no greater mistake than 
te suppose that dialectic skill and sauv- 
ity will have any lasting effect on 
American opinion.”

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GERMANY WOULD 


SUBMIT FRYE CASE 
TQ ARBITRATION 


Latest Note Insists That Neither 
Treaty Nor International 
Law Was Violated. 


WILLING. TO PAY DAMAGES 


Agrees to Naming of Expert by 
Each Country to Fix the’ 


Amount. 


By Ageoctated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—The contro- 


versy between the United States and 
Germany over the sinking of the Amer- 
ican ship William P. Frye remained 
unsettled with the publication today of 
the latest German note justifying Ger- 
many’s course in the matter and re- 
iterating a willingness to make: repara- 
tion for the sinking of the vessel. 
Germany adheres to her previous pcesi- 
tion that the act was not in contraven- 
tion of the Prussian-American treaty of 


1799 or international ‘law. 

The whole controversy hinges on ar- 
*:cle 13 of that treaty, which was in- 
cluded in the treaty of 1828, the Ameri- 
can contention being that the article. 
specifically protected the Frye from de- 
struction, although not protecting a 
contraband cargo. Germany, on the 
other hand, contends that the article 
enly obligates her to pay damages. 


Proposes Arbitration. 

In again offering to pay for the ship, 
Germany accepts the American pro- 
rosals that the amount of damages be 
fixed by a commission of two experts, 
one to be selected by each country, and 
pledges prompt payment with the stipu- 
lation, however, that it shall not be re- 
carded as payment for violation of 
American rights. 

Should that method be unsatisfactory, 
the United States is invited to submit 
the matter to arbitration at The Hague. 

It is considered likely that the com- 
mission method will be satisfactory to 
the United States, provided that no 
treaty rights are waived. 

Should the United States allow the 
question to go to The Hague or con- 
tinue to discuss the issue through dip- 
lomatic. channels, it is virtually cer- 
tain that it will insist that, meanwhile, 
Germany refrain from violation of what 
the United States contends are its 
rights. 


International Law Point. 

1: the details of her argument Ger- 
many contends that as the Frye’s cargo 
of wheat destined to England was con- 
traband, the ship was liable to confis- 
cation and that as an attempt to take 
the prize into a German port would 
have imperilled her captor, the destruc- 
tion -f{ the Frye “was according to gen- 
era] »rinciples of international law.”’ 

“The right of sinking,’ says the Ger- 
man note, “is not mentioned in the 
treaty and is therefore neither express- 
ty permitted nor expressly prohibited so 
that cn this point the treaty stipulations 
must be supplemented by the general 
rules of internetional law. * * * at igs 
not disputed by the American Govern- 
ment that according to the genera] prin- 
ciples of international law a belligerent 
is authorized in sinking neutral vessels 
under almost any conditions for carry- 
ing contraban:1.’ 

The note argues at length for the Ger- 
man interpretation of the disputed 
treaty provision contending that its in- 
tent is to establish a reasonable compro- 
mise between the military interests of 
the belligerent contracting party and the 
commercial interests of the neutral 
party. 

Rights of Belligerents. 

“On the one hand,"’ says the note, ‘‘the 
belligerent party is to have the right to 
prevent the transportation of war sup- 
plies to his adversaries, even when ¢ar- 
ried on vessels of the neutral party; on 
the other hand the commerce and navi- 
gation of the neutral is to be interfered 
with ar little as possible by the measures 
necessary for such prevention, and rea- 
sonable compensation is to be paid for 
any inconvenience or damage which 
may, nevertheless, ensue from the pro- 
ceeding of the belligerent party.”’ 

A German prize court on July 10 held 
the Imperial Government for damages, 
but fixed no amount since the United 
States declined to become a party to the 
proceeding, demanding settlement by di- 
plomacy under the treaty. 

The case of the American steamer Lee- 
lanaw’ recently sunk by a German sub- 
marine is parallel to the Frye case. — It 
is now in the preliminary stages of dip- 
lomatic negotiations. 


Germany Expresses Regret for Sink- 
ing Norwegian Ship. 
LONDON, Aug. 5.—A Reuter dispatch 
from Christiania says: “Germany has 
informed Norway that the sinking of the 
Norwegian steamer Minerva was due to 
unfortunate circumstances which led the 
comr:ander uf the submarine to believe 
the vessel was British. Germany has ex- 
pressea deap regret and a willingness to 

pay damages.” 


The Minerva was sunk late in May 
while on her way from Shields to Chris- 
tiania. The crew was landed at New- 
castle, England.

ENDED IN FALL OF WARSAW} 


THE GREAT 
PAIGN WHICH 


Teutonic Armies, in Third and Successful At 


tempt, Have Been Pounding Their Way 
Towards Polish Capital Since May. 


The fall of Warsaw marks the culmi-| 
nation of the greatest sustained offen- 
sive movement of the European war. 
Thrice before ‘Teutonic armies have 
knocked at its gates only to be denied 
by the strength of its defense and the 
resistance of the forces holding it. Ap- 
parently impregnable in the face of di- 
rect attack, it was compelled to capitu- 
jate before the sweep of a vast move- 
ment which threatened to encircle the 
capital and with it the Russian armies 
engaged in the campaign of which it 
was the storm center. From the north, 
northwest, west, south and southwest 
the Austro-German forces have been 
pressing upon the Polish capital in their 
combined drive to force the Russians out 
of Poland and if possible to break their 


offensive power for an indefinite period | 


by administering a decisive defeat all 
alonz the line. The movement may be 
said to have had its conception in May, 
when the great Teutonic march through 
Galicia began. To get at the Russian 
armies in Poland from the southwest, it 
first was necessary to clear Galicia or 
the greater part of it, of the troops of 
that ration. 

How successfully this was accom- 
plished is familiar history, Field Mar- 
shal von Mackensen’s campaign in its 
first important stage culminating late in 
June, when Lemberg was retaken anii 
the Russians were driven over the Gali- 
clan border. Then, early in July the 
Teutonic forces coming from the south, 
halted while preparations were made for 
the next stage of the campaign. 

Pressure Brought From North. 

Signs of the form this wag to take 
were soon apparent. Great armies had 
been assembled to the north, and these 
early in July began pressing down upon 
the Russians from that direction. A vig- 
orous offensive was opened in the Baltic 
provinces, the Teutonic troops attacked 
from point to point along the east Prus- 
sian border, and with Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg directing the general opera- 
tions along this section of the fighting 


front, a determined drive began in the. 


Przasnysz region. 

Simultaneously the Tevitonic armiés in 
the south showed reawakened activity. 
Field Marshal von Mackensen resumed 
his advances, his German forces working 
with the Austrians to inflict smashing 
blows upon the Russians from this di- 
rection. Step by step the Austro-Ger- 
man hosts pounded their way towari 
the city from the north and the south 
whiJe on the west, activities along the 
Hine of intrenchments that had so long 
held off the Germans were resumed. 
Before the power of the Teutons en- 
gaged in this encircling movement the 
armies of Grand Duke Nicholas began 
to fall back. Przasnysz, to the north 
of Warsaw, was occupied and the Ger- 
man armies swept on. By July 19 they 
had forced the Russians back to the lire 
of the Narew River, and pushed their 
way to within 2 miles of their 
goal. The fortress of Ostroler- 
ka was taken and the Nowogeorgievsk 
fortification, the key to Warsaw on the 
north, was approached. To the souti: 
Radom was occupied, and the Russian 
lines of communication in the Lublin re- 
gion threatened. 

German Lines Tightened. 

Then began a tightening of the: Ger- 
man lines arovnd the capital. The Teu- 
tons forced their way past the Blonie 
line southwest of the city, pushed their 
way, across the River Narew, below 
Ostrolenka, and the battering at the 
fortified gates of the city was started 
in earnest Tuesday of this week, by 
Bavarian troops under command of 
Prince Leopold of Bavaria. 

From the beginning of the war tho 
salient in the Russian line formed by 
the bend necessary to include Warsaw 
and a large portion of Poland has been 
a thorn in the flesh of the Russian mill- 
tary authorities. They showed ‘this by 
their desperate, and, at times, partially 


suecesstul attempts to straighten their 
ugbting front. Before they could ad- 
yance at the center and move west from 
Warsaw, the wings must be brought up 
so as to prevent successful flanking 
mevements. 

Simultaneously, in East Prussia on 
the north and in Galicia, on the south 
the Russian armies began to push for- 
ward. Twice in East Prussia they were 
swept back, but before last winter set 
sn they had succeeded in pressing their 
way through Galicia and were nearing 
Cracow, which Is almost directly on & 
line south of the Polish capital. 

Russian Salient Threatened. 

In the spring, however, after Prsemysl 
had fallen into their hands and the vic- 
torious Russian armies were threatening 
the German border ané@ an invasiorr of 
Hungary, came the organized. Austro- 
1\German movement which recaptured 
the great Austrian fortress and swept 
the Russian lines back farther east in 
'some sections, than they had been early 
‘in the war. The Warsaw salient thus 
exposed hazardously from the south, 
was additionally threatened by the Ger- 
man advance in the Baltic provinces, 
which acted not only as a. supporting 
movement to the flank attack on War- 
‘saw, but threatened to cut off the re- 
treat of the Russian armies. 


The first determined drive against 
Warsaw from the west occurred last 
October. Within a short time the Ger- 
man advance guards penetrated to with- 
in 19 miles of the city, over which Ger- 
man aeroplanes and Zeppelins flew. The 
Russians moved troops hastily from Ga- 
licila. where they had been preasing the 
Austrians hard, and Warsaw slipped 
from the hands of the Germans in the 
face of a vigorous Russian counter of- 
fensive, which swept them back to their 
borders. 

Shortly. afterward a second attempt 
was launched from the same direction 
and gathered force until a great battle 
developed along the Rivers Warta and 
Vistula. The Germans at first were re- 
ported successful, but the fighting turned 
in favor of the Russians, They cut off 
and apparently surrcunded two German 
corps who bravely managéd to cut their 
way out. Later pitched battles were 
foughi around Lodz, which the Germans 
captured Dec. 6, and_before long the two 
armies found themselves. intrenched 
along the famcus Bzura-Rawka front. 
After that, the fighting on this front as- 
sumed the form of trench warfare, as it 
had in the west. 


Another Attempt in February. 

Another attempt at Warsaw occurred 
in February after the Russians had for 
‘the socond time been driven out of Hast 
Prussia. This time the attack came 
from the north and Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg'’s forces reached and cap- 
tured Przasnysz with 10,000 prisoners 
Feb. 25> Three days later, however, the 
Russians recaptured it and put te Ger- 
mans on the defensive. Hammering 
along this line and at other sections 
south and west from the East Prussian 
frontier continued for months, but not 
until the inception of the present cam- 

paign was there anywhere a_ serious 
break in th® Russia defenses. 

The city which the Teutonic forces 
have taken hes on the Vistula, 625 miles 
southwest of Eetrograd and $20 miles 
east of Berlin. ‘It is an important indus- 
trial center and its population is esti- 
mated at not far from 900,000. Wars for 
*he pessession of Poland raged around « 
in the Middle Ages and in the early part 
of the seventeenth century it supplanted 
Cracow, the wncient capital, as the seat 
of Polish government. Prussia held it 
from 17% to 186 and for seven years 
after that »t was in the possession of one 
of Napoleon’s vagsals. The Russians en- 
tered it in 1813, when it became the capl- 
tal of the new kingdom of Poland. In 
1830 the population rose against the Rus- 
sians and in September of the following 
year the forces of the Russian Emperor 
~e-entered the city.

Rapid-Firers, Almos 


Concrete Trenches, Armored and Flanked ‘With 


t Impossible to.Take 


Even With Aid of Artillery. 


PARIS, Aug. 5.—An explanation of 
why so little progress is being made in 
the French and Belgian war zones, 80 
far as actual ground gaining is con- 
f erned, is afforded in a statement from 
ungestionable authority, in which the 
almost insurmountable difficulties of the 
present struggle are set forth. 

‘During the last six months,’ says, 
this authority, ‘‘from the North Sea to 
ile Swiss mountains, there has been 
veritable siege warfare along the length 
of the broken line of trenches. In this 
warfare all strategic maneuvers are ab- 
sent, because maneuvers are impossible 
on ground where every square meter ig 
marked and swept by artillery fire. The 
only alternative is a frontal attack, Such 
an attack is smashed to pieces in one 
part or another against the formidable 
organization of defense, in which al! 
the resources of art and science have 
been employed by the two adversaries. 

“In concrete subterranean works, ar- 
mored and casemated, flanked with rapid 
firers and mortars, and. linked to one 
another by marvelously concealed com- 
municating trenches, which are protect-

To take pos- 
session of one of these works, it is first 
necessary to dismantle these trenches 
and destroy the material which they 
shelter. This is the artillery task. 


Vast Amount of Shells Required. 
“No one before the war could have 


imagined the vast amount of shells re- | 


quirel. Several thousand shells fired in 
a few hours on a restricted space an- 
nounce an attack for which oreparation 
is being made. But no matter how nu- 
merous the beavy guns or how well di- 
rected their fire, it often happens that 
the preparation has ben insufficient. 
One or two repid firers mow down the 
troops who climb from the trenches all 
ready for the charge, and after suffer- 
ing heavy sacrifices the attacking party 
arrives at the first line of the trenches 
of the enemy. The opposing artillery 
wiht a literal wali of fire effectively 
prevents any reinforcements from ad- 
vancing to their support. They must 
fortify the captured trenches, being sub- 
jected the while to much more accurate 
bombardment, as the enemy knows the 
exact range of their former positions. 

“Such offensive movements could not 
be multiplied nor prolonged indefinitely, 
as much On account of the moral and 
physical effort which they demand of 
the men as on account of the losses 
which they involve. Neither can such 
offensive be improvised. Before begin- 
ning an attack large quantities of ma- 
terial and projectiles must be gathered 
in one place previously appointed by the 
commander, advance fortifications dug 
and the ground minutely studied. 


Stopped German Invasion. 

“If despite these difficulties the French 
army renews an offensive at the price of 
a bloody sacrifice, it is with the con- 
scientious mission of holding large ene- 
my forces on the western front. Br 
the Marne victory it stopped the ihvasion 
and ruined the first German plan, which 
was, first, to shatter France and turn 
then against Russia. 

“By the victory of the Yser with the 
aid of the allied armies closing the line 
of defense, it effectively prevented the 
enemy from getting a foothold in Pas de 
Calais. 

“By continuous offensive actions from 
February to July in Champagne, the 
Argonne and Artis it demoralized ap- 
-roximately 2,000;000 men and captured 
an enormous amount of material. With- 
out allowing the enemy an instant’s res- 
pite it forced the German staff to utilize 
on the western front reserves in bar- 


racks and arsenals. 


“It would,»be a serious mistake to 
measure our.effort by the ground con- 


quered. The demoralization and wear- 
ing “down of the German army is the 
real goal. 


Says Goal Is Attained. 

“We have attained this goal, since 
it has been proved that during these 
six months the enemy has suffered 
heavy losses, and taking everything 


into consideration he can only remove 


from our front eight per cent of his 


total effectives. 


“The great battles on the western 


front were fought in Champagne during 
the months of February and March; 
between the Meuse and the Moselle dur- 
ing the month of April, and in Artois 
during May and June. 


“In Champagne we have taken the 


enemy’s defenses for a depth of from 
two to seven kilometers (from one and 
one-third to four and one-third miles) 
which repeated and heavy counter at- 
tacks have not been able ‘to recapture. 
Between four and five German army 
corpe have suffered heavy losses, two 


regiments of the guard being almost de- 
stroyed. On the captured grfund nearly 
2000 German dead were counted. We 
took 2000 prisoners, rapid-fire guns and 
a large number of trench cannon. 

‘‘Between the Meuse and the Moselle 
we now occupy the Eparges crater, 
which was very strongly fortified. 
There two Bavarian divisions, having 
veceived orders to hold out at all costs, 
left heaps of bodies. 

“To this great success must be added 
the success in the Bois d Ailly and the 
Bois le Pretre, which the Germans call 
"Bois de la Nort.’ 

“In Artres more than 8000 prisoners, 
cannon of all caliber, a hundred quick- 
firers and bomb-throwers fell into our 
hands. 


Company Reduced to Four Men. 

‘‘Along a front of 10 kilometers. (more 
than six miles) we have advanced from 
two to four kilometers and captured the 
villages of Ablain-St. Nazaire, Carency 
and Neuville St. Vasst, transformed 
into fortresses by our adversaries, who 
brought up to stem our victorious offen- 
sive 16 veteran divisions, one company 
being reduced to four men. 

‘‘Besides these three principal actions, 
operations of less importance permitted 
us to take at Toutvent 1200 meters of 
trenches and at Quennevieres 2500 me- 
ters. 

‘The capture of Vauquois, in the Ar- 
gonne, and Metzeral and Hartmans- 
Weiler in the Fecht Valley in Alsace, 
constituted brilliant victories for our 
troops. Judging from the desperate 
character of the fighting, the amount of 


| munitions expended and the number of 


forces engaged, those engagements were 
veritable battles. Their preparation and 
realization represent large sacrifices. 

“But even when engagements take 
place the life of the troops in the 
trenches is a continual battle. The first 
line of infantry, only a few meters dis- 
tent from the enemy, enjoys not a 
single minute of quietude: it is under 
the constant menace of grenades, burgt- 
ing shrapnel bombs from mine thray- 
ers;’and there is continual fear of — 
terranean mines. 

Continually on the Alert. 

‘The infantryman must remain contin- 
ually on the alert—occasionally tn the 
smoke of asphyxiating bombs—hold 
himself ready at every moment to re- 
pulse an atteck, repair fortifications, 
remove obstructions that have fallen 
into the trenches and live in the con- 


tinued presence of death. Such a ute

In adopting the resolution protesting 
against the traffic in war materials, 
the delegates unanimously rejected a 
froposed open letter to President Wil- 
son on the subject as improper and 
too drastic in language. 

The resoluticn carried « recommenda- 
tion for the enactment of a law for- 
hidding passerger traffic cn ships trans- 
porting munitions of war. 

The debate was all against the word- 
ing of the proposed letter, H. C. Bloedel 
of Pittsburg, the author, alone speaking 
and voting for it. Dr. Hexamer made it 
plain that any appeal to President Wil- 
gon would not be welcomed, but that he 
felt the Germans should address their 
grievances to the American people {n an 
endeavor to alter public feeling. 

Five state presidents and Dr. Carl 
Barck, head of the St. Louis City Alli- 
ance and Dr. Charles Weinsberg, pres- 
ident of the Missouri Alliance, threat- 
ened to resign if the letter were sent 
to the President. 

History Evidence of Loyalty. 

The resolution dealing with the traffic 
in war supplies was drawn in the name 
of the 2,500,000 members of the alliance. 
as loyal American citizens. History was 
pointed to as evidence of this loyalty in 
the past, with the assurance that what- 
ever events the future might hold, it 
would not find them less worthy Amer- 
icans. 

“However, as free citizens of this re- 
public, we maintain the right to express 
our opinion upon the policies of our 
Government because we place the wel- 
fare of our commonwealth above blind 
subserviency to the views of any offi- 
cial elected to serve the people,” said 
the resolution.

The St. Louis district shows little 
change.

In the Chicago district there are signs 
bf general improvement which is more 
distinct in lines benefited by foreign 
demand. Hesitation and caution are 
held responsible for less noticeable in- 
creases in other lines. Demands of rail- 
roads and war orders account for prog- 
ress at Ihdianapolis, South Bend, De- 
troit and other of the furnace and fac- 
tory centers. 

Confidence in the crop outlook is re- 
ported from Minneapolis. Small grain 
are excellent from the Great Lakes to 
the Rockies, with the exception of rye 
damaged in North Dakota. There is 
prospect of heavy ore shipments from 
Northern Michigan and Minnesota. Pres- 
ent conditions continuing, the report 
says, will bring considerable prosperity 
to the district.

The Interstate Commerce Commission, 
in its decision in the St. Louis drayage 
case, declared that theaerminal rail fa- 
cilities of St. Louis had not grown pro- 
portionately with the growth of the 
commerce of the community. Conges- 
tion of traffic, the commision foun. 
was sometimes serious owing to the 
lack of team tracks, freight stations 
and general terminal facilities. 

The drayage case was decided June 
<s. The commission, in the investigation 
of that case, made an exhaustive in- 
quiry into traffic conditions here, and 
found that large quantities of freight, 
both incoming and outgoing, were, 
hauled across the bridges, to and from 
the freight stations of the railroads in 
East St. Louis. This practice was found 
to be due to the fact that several of the

Terminal Association Views. 

W. S. McChesney, president of the 
‘‘erminal Railroad Association, in an in- 
terview with a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
said that the Interstate Commerce Com- 
ission had merely emphasized what he 
had been saying for 15 years: that the 
growth of the terminal facilities of St. 
Louis was not in proportion to the 
growth of the business of the city. The 
‘Terminal, McChesney said, had been 
eager to expand its facilities and make 
them adequate for present and future 
traffic demands, but had been prevent- 
ed doing so by the city’s denying the 
association the necessary enabling legis- 
lation. |. 

The shippers of St. Louis were repre- 
sented in the drayage case by the Traf- 
fic Bureau of the Business Men's League. 
The Traffic Bureau, in an analysis of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission’s 
decision, reached the conclusion tliat 
the Eastern railroads, which do not 
now have depots in St. Louis, will have 
ts supply them to meet the require- 
nients of the commission. ° 

The railroads which have no depots 
and freight yards in St. Louis, and 
make use of transfer wagons for haul- 
ing freight to and from their yards and 
depots in Easi St. Louis, are the Bis 
Four, Southern, Baltimore & Ohio, Chi- 
cago & Alton, Chicago, Peoria & St. 
Louis and Mobile & Ohio. 

The delay in the handling -of traffic, 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
found, is principally on less than cal- 
load freight. 

President McChesney said that he 
stood ready to co-operate with the busi- 
ness interests of St. Louis and the city 
officials in providing ample facilities for 
the prompt movement of al! traffi: 
shipped to or from St. Louis an’ 
through the St, Louis gateway. 


Thinks City Should Lead. 

In view of the efforts that the Ter- 
minal Association had made during the 
past 15 years to provide these facilities. 
he said he felt that the initiative ought 
now to be taken “by the city and the 
business community. 

‘For 18 years the Terminal Associa- 
tion has done everything in its power 
to provide ample terminal facilities,” 
McChesney said, ‘‘but has been pre- 
vented carrying out its policies by the 
lack of co-operation. 

“In 1997 the Terminal Association 
spent a large sum of money to acquire 
the Ranken tract for development into 
Terminal property... We wanted to 
spend $2,000,000 more in the development 
of this property, and in addition we 
offered the city $1,000,000 as compensa- 
tion for vacating the streets and al- 
leys in the tract, which had been dedi- 
cated, but never constructed. The ordi- 
nances were defeated. 

“The Terminal was then forced to re- 
sort to other means for developing its 
facilities. We constructed freight yards 
on the belt lines, and in Madison, Ill., 
we constructed at a cost of more than 
$1,000,000, the finest yards in the United 
States, for the interchange of traffic 
passing through this gateway. 


“Nucleus for Finest System,” 
“St. Louis has the nucleus for the fin- 
est Terminal system in the world. Our 
original plans were broad enough to 
take care of the entire traffic of the 
city, and can still be made broad 
enough to meet every requirement, if 
the city officials and the business in- 
terests will co-operate with us. 

“Money was easy in 1810 when the 
Terminal wanted to develo; the Ranken 
tract. Money is tighw now. The in- 
jection of a rate issue into the ques- 
tion then resulted in the defeat of ow 
plans. It was our contention then tha’ 
the rate question had nothing to do wit) 
the development of terminal facllities. 
We asked to have the question of rates 
sent to the Interstate Commerce Com 
mission, the only tribunal that had 
autharity to settle it. That was finally 
done by the Post-Dispatch and _ the 
Business Men's League. 

“The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion found that the practices of the 
Terminal Association in u aking service 
charges were proper and fair. The Unit- 
ed States Suvreme Court passed upon 
e:’ the other features of our organiza- 
tion and founc gut two things to con- 
demn—unanimous consent of members 
for the adimssion of new members and 
the contract requiring members to use 
exclusively the facilities of the Ter- 
minal. Both of these practices ha‘ 
been voluntarily abandoned by the Ter- 
minal before the suit was tried, so that 
actually after the decision was hand- 
ed down not a single change was neces- 
sary in our business methods. 

How the City Was Hurt. 

“The refusal of the city to grant the 
Terminal authority for the development 
of its facilities, did not hurt the ‘Ter- 
minal as mitch as it did the city. Let 
me cite ar. illustration: 

“Two carioads of steel are shipped 
from Pittsburg, one tu we manufaciurer 
in St. Louls and one to a manufacturer 
in Kangas City. The steel is to be con- 
verted into manufactured products, and 
reshipped on the through rate. The 
Terminal Association makes exactly the 
same amount of money by passing the 
Tansnas City car through its system, 
that it does for handling the St. Louis 
car. But the Kansas City car reaches 
the manufacturer promptly, and he con- 
verts the steel into finished products, 
and may have them shipped out again 
to his customers, befcre the St. Louis 
manufacturer can get this carload of 
steel. 

“The result is that the Kansas City 
marufactirer has a decided advantage 
in a competitive market over his St. 
Louis rival. The Terminal has not 
been hurt financia'ly, but the St. Louis 
manufacturer has been. Additional ter- 
minal facilities in St. Louls wuula re- 
move the handicap of the St. Louis 
manufacturer.

Winfield Jones Would Have U. 
S. Go Farther Than It Does 
in Monroe Doctrine. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—A PanAmeri- 
can Doctrine, to supercede the Monroe 


Doctrine, which, if accepted, would form 
an offensive and defensive alliance be- 


tween the United States and every re- 
public of South and Central America, 


and between these republic, will be ad- 
vocated at the conference of nationel 
defense, to be held in Washington Oct. 
4-7, under auspices of the National De- 
fense League. 

The new doctrine, suggested by Win- 
field Jones, secretary, and one of the or- 
ganizers, in 1913, of the National De- 
fense League, if put in effect, wou 
form a political and military solidarity 
of the Western Hemisphere. 

Conditions Have Changed. 

While the Monroe Doctrine forbids any 
European power from acquiring terri- 
tory in the Western Hemisphere, it dos 
not go far enough in the changed world 
conditions caused by the European war, 
in that it does not provide for naval 
and military assistance from any or all 
of the Panamerican republics in event 
the United States should be forced to 
fight to protect one or a number of 
South American countries from Euro- 

‘pean or Asiatic aggression, in the opin- 
fon of Secretary Jones. He added: 

“This alliance would at one stroke 
practically double the military and 
naval power of the United States. 

“The combined naval and military. 
power of the countries of the Western 
Hemisphere is strong enough to win in 
a war against any possible coalition of 
the other Powers of the world. 

“The military and naval strength of 
all the South and Central American 
republics, according to the latest Gov- 
ernment statistics available, is: Armies, 

peace strength, 195,199; war strength

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HOW U BOAT CAPTURED 
TWO SHIPS AND CONVOYED | 
THEM INTO GERMAN PORT 


Writer in Hamburg Paper Describes Methods of 
Holding Up Merchantmen at Sea—New 
System of Search. 


Special Correspondence of the Post- 
Dispatch. 


HAMBURG, July %.—O. V. Gottberz 
has an article in the Hamburger Nact- 
richten, describing the experience of a 
submarine in preying upon commerce in 
the North Sea. 

“The commander likes to travel above 
the surface,’ the article says. ‘He is 
convinced that his cannon is quite as 
wood a weapon as the torped, and is 
of the opinion that. the submarine must 
not only be able to destroy vessels, but 
also to capture them.” 

Afte: describing the manner in which 
one steamer after another ds halted by 


flag signals and compelled to send her 
papers on board the submarine for ex- 
amination, a method replacing the old 
fashioned rule of visit and search, the 
Story goes on: 

“A third steamer has just been sighted 
She is flying no flag, is English, of 
sourse, and bears the name of ‘Lenwar- 
den.’ On being signaled to hoist her 
flag, she turns about and tried to flee. 
The U-boat takes up the pursuit, and 
is soon able to fire two shots across 
her bow, 

Given 10 Minutes to Disembark. 

“Now she stops. Our boat pulls up 
alongside. The commander gives the En- 
glishman ten minutes to disembark. 
Since Feb. 18, they have 
climb, and now they are in the boats in 
three minutes. 

“But the commander of the little gray 
boats might easily question as to wheth 
er he can allow the foreigners to leave 
the ship. More than one crew of a hos- 
tile trading ship has rewarded the ler- 
fency of our men, often even after a 
refusal to obey instructions, by treach- 
erously attacking them." 

Then follows the account of an at- 
tempt by a French tugboat, summoned 
10 rescue the crew of a bark just sunk, 
to ram and sink the submarine. In 
spite of this and other instances of at- 
tempts by merchantmen to sink subma- 
rines, the writer goes on to say that 
the boats of the Lenwarden were taken 
in tow by the submarine and brought up 
to the Meuse lightship, where they are 
put on board a Dutch pilot steamer.

OUR SLIPPING OPPORTUNITY. 

The revival of the ship purchase bill at the 
next session of Congress is clearly indicated by 
Secretary McAdoo's letter, in which he insists 
upon the necessity of acquiring a fleet of naval 
auxiliaries which may be used for ocean traffic 
in time of peace. Summing up the argument for 
an American merchant marine, Mr. McAdoo 
writes: . 

If you want South American trade, if you 
want world trade, the indispensable step is 
American merchant marine to carry our com- — 
merce to the ends of the earth, under the pro- 
tection of the Stars and Stripes. We shall 
never be able to carry our commerce to the 
ends of the earth under any foreign flag. 

That the navy must have an adequate auxiliary 
fleet for transport service is beyond question. 

That we sorely need a merchant marine is be- 
yond question. We are now fighting for the 
freedom of the seas, for neutral sea traffic, and we 
have to depend upon other nations—mostly bel- 
ligerents—for the use of the seas. 

We have a superb opportunity to acquire new 
markets for our products, but we are heavily 
handicapped by lack of ships. 

There is little hope of private capital building 
up a merchant marine without subsidies. Why 
spend millions for susidies subject to corrupt pulls 
when the money can be expended to far better 
advantage for the purchase or construction of 
ships which must be purchased or constructed 
some time for the use of the navy and which 
can immediately be used to supply the pressing 
need of ocean transportation under the American 
flag for American trade. 

With the co-operation of the Government we 
can immediately begin to acquire a merchant ma- 
rine; without this co-operation it may be years 
before we get adequate American shipping. The 
American people, whose interests are at stake, 
should make their will to obtain a merchant ma- 
rine known to Congress. They should demand 


action for the benefit of the people. 
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In declaring that for 40 years the New York 
“State government has been as representative as 
the Government of Venezuela,” it is to be assumed 
that the former Secretary of State had no delib- 
erate intention of casting aspersions on a friendly

A NIGHTMARE. 

Let it be hoped the grim and horrible picturé 
drawn by Senator J. H. Lewis of Illinois, in an 
address before the State Bar Association of North 
Carolina, will for a long time be turned to the 
wall. 

That half the world should be at our throat, 
while the other half supinely looks on, is a pos- 
sibility. That after the conflict is over we should 
be torn limb from limb to satisfy their greed 
might too come within this range. But both 
would appear vague and certainly not imimnent. 

It is obvious the object of painting these heart- 
rending pictures is to bring more forcibly to the 
minds of the people the necessity of an adequate 
defense. But why try to scare them into it? 
Would it not be more dignified to appeal to their 
self-respect rather than to fear?

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DISAPPOINTING TO THE HYPHENATED. 
The new British note sweeps away all American 
protests against the seizure of ships loaded with 
our goods and their subjection to the judgment of 
prize courts in British ports. 

The purpose of the Washington Government to 
send a vigorous rejoinder affirming the illegality 
of the order in council and demanding the observ- 
ance of international law, will be highly disap- 
pointing to various hyphenated societies, includ- 
ing the German-American Leagues and Alliances. 
Everybody knows that the Washington, Govern- 
ment is “crawling” before the maritime and other 
authorities of London. Its disposition, as has been 
pointed out countless of times, is to assist the 
British in every way. In fact, good reasons exist 
for believing that it is in secret alliance with 
them. 


London whip Germany be so concerned because 
goods destined for neutral countries having land 
communication with Germany, or even for Ger- 
many itself, are held up on the high seas? It 
should cheerfully submit to all measures that may 
deprive Germany of things she needs.

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GERMAN. AMERIOAMTON AT ITS BEST. 

The National German-American Alliance at its 
eighth biennial meeting in San Francisco adopted 
resolutions declaring personal liberty to be a fun- 
damental doctrine in the society’s idealism. It 
denounced “indiscriminate and unnecessary leg- 
islation” and the “enactment of laws affecting 
personal liberty in practically every state of the 
Union.” 

This is sound Americanism. Unnecessary legis- 
lation of a restrictive and meddlesome sort has 
become a great evil. Resistance to it is an urgent 
civic duty. The alliance declines to accept the 
passage of such laws as settling definitely the 
issue of their desirability. It has planned sys- 
tematic action in all of the states for the repeal 
of many of the laws and the defeat of others of 
similar character. 

In a banquet speech Dr. C. J. Hexamer of Phil- 
adelphia predicted that after the war the time 
would come when even their severest critics of 
the present would admit that the German-Ameri- 
cans are the most thoroughly Americanized of 
citizens. If some show an ex parte bias on devel- 
opments of the war affecting this country, the 
existence of much other evidence revealing the 
extent of their attachment to American institu- 
tions and the completeness with which they have 
accepted the American spirit must be conceded. 
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The jitney ‘driver accused of stealing $52 from 
a passenger evidently believes in the old saying, 
“turn about is fair play.” 
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THE $200,000,000 THAT STAYED HOME. 

Figures are now available showing the manner 
in which the war has operated in keeping globe- 
trotting Americans at home. 

During the year ending June 30 last, those who 
embarked from our ports for Europe were 196,385 
fewer than those who embarked the year before. 
Assuming that each of these persons would have 
spent an average of at least $1000 on the tour, we 
have $196,885,000 as representing the money kept 
at home by reason of the closing of European 
lines of travel. 

A very large number of these persons have 
been led to seek travel recreation in their own 
country. The benefit this year to our railroads 
and vessel lines and resort keepers is not all the 
benefit. The fashion of globe-trotting in the con- 
siderable portion of the planet included in 
America, once established, is likely to be perma- 
nent. 

Immediately on the conclusion of peace a rush 
to Europe to view the localities made famous by 
the fighting may be expected, but after that we 
may apprehend that the number of Americans 
who take the grand tour will not increase with 
the astonishing rapidity of former years and that 
the number may even decline. 
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Burglars were caught attempting to get into 
Prof. Usher’s home. Perhaps they were looking 
for the evidence of the “secret alliance between 
the United States and Great Britain,” of which 
he is the discoverer—or should we say the in- 
ventor? 
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THE SWORDS OF WASHINGTON. 
At his death Washington left to relatives four 
swords, never to be drawn save in defense of 
their country. What could more clearly indicate 
the policy to be followed by the United States? 
We may have a great army and a great navy, but

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OUB COSTLY ARMAMENTS. 
The National Security League shows that it 
has cost the United States a billion dollars in 
10 years to maintain an army of 90,000, while 
for $65,000,000 Switzerjand ‘has had for 10 years 
a citizen army of 500,000 always ready if needed. 
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military bills for army, navy and pensions. When 
the great war began they were nearly $487,000,000 
a year, not including some $10,000,000 paid by the 
states for militia—in round numbers half’a bil- 
lion dollars, or more than any other nation on 
earth then spent for military purposes. 

Great Britain in 1914 was spending $230,000,- 

000 for navy, $120,000,000 for army and $20,000,- 
000 for army pensions; Russia $285,000,000 for 
army, $122,000,000 for navy; Germany $300,000,- 
000 for army, $114,000,000 for navy. France, 
Italy and Austria-Hungary were well behind. For 
1914-1915 Great Britain had planned a consid- 
erable increase, and Russia a tremendous addi- 
tion to her army budget. 

Our 1913-1914 army cost of $173,000,000 equaled 
that of Germany before the Imperial army act 
of 1918 in preparation for the present war. Our 
naval cost of nearly $140,000,000 was second only 
to Britain’s. Our pension Dill of $173,000,000 
admitted of no comparison whatever. There was, 
nothing like it. 

Eix-President Taft computes that our active 
army costs $1200, for each man. The league fig- 
ares a 10-year total cost of $10,000 a man A 
large standing army on such terms is out of the 
question. For years we have been spending more 
than any other country for war purposes, past 
and future, without getting the worth of our 
money in a system of national defense. It is

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SOCRATES ON EFFICIENCY. 


OCRATES: I wanted to be fair to the Effici- 
ency Board, so I went around yesterday to 
attend one of its sessions. Of course, when 

I appeared there Rodgerus and the rest at once as- 
sured me that I could have anything I wanted with- 
out taking the test; but I merely wanted to see how 
the test is conducted, and was able to thank them 
without asking any special privilege. Soon after I 
arrived @ man came in and asked for a position as 
a street worker. Rodgerus asked him if he were 
qualified to do that sort of work, and he said his 
qualifications consisted in having a son-in-law on 
the Republican City Committee. I, therefore, at once 
identified him as one of the boys of whom we have 
heard so much, and was not surprised when Rodgerus, 
utterly ignoring the applicant’s close family rela- 
tion to one so high in political power as a member 
of the Republican City Committee, required him to 
heft the now celebrated sack of sand. 

Polemarchus: ‘They do require that, then? 

Socrates: Yes, and quite fairly, I think. I was 
originally disposed to believe that there might be 
some favoritism shown in this test, considering the 
ease with which the feat may be rendered easy or 
difficult by not quite filling the sack or tipping 
the applicant off to the trick of using rosin on the 
soles of his boots. However, since we have found 
Rodgerus to be above favoritism, even when re- 
quested to show lenien¢y by his political benefactor, 
the Mayor, we must believe that the applicant can 
or cannot heft the sack because he is either able or 
unable fairly to do so. 

Thrasymachus: I am glad to hear you say that. 

Socrates: I am glad to say it, Thrasymachus. A 
great deal of criticism has been leveled at the Effi- 
ciency Board, and not all of it has taken into consid- 
eration the great obstacle with which the Board has 
had to contend. We must remember that under the 
New Oharter the method of employing people in the 
municipal service has been revolutionized. For- 
merly the fact that one was the father-in-law of a 
member of the Republican City Committee was all 
the qualification required of a man who wanted to 
work on the streets. Indeed, the community would 
ordinarily have had reason to be thankful if one so 
highly connected aspired to so lowly a post. At any 
rate, whether the applicant could really do any work 


. on the streets was not a consideration, nor was it 


taken into serious account in any other branch of 
the public service. Those were the heydays of the 
boys, when public employment was a political con- 
sideration and one Was supposed to do one’s work at 
the polls. It was of no importance if one were on 
the job very hard with the city or not. If ove were 


, disposed to render the community a purely gratui- 


tious cervice and do somethin; useful now and then, 
it was not forbidden; but it tras not required. The 
New Ch-rter sought to in-rease the standard of ef- 


ficiency in the public service. You may guess that

Some of the require- 
ments of the Board sound funny, but when they are 
viewed in the light of reason they are no more than 
any corporation would require in the conduct of its 
service, Oertainly the physical ability of a laboring 
man is taken into consideration everywhere else. 
Why not with the city? It is also quite true that a 
corporation wants to know whether it is buying good 
or bad mules. Why shouldn’t the city want to know 
that? Kielus is a good Mayor, but Rodgerus is one 
remove more from the politicians. It would not do 
to have Kielus conduct those tests. Think what it 
would be, too, to have them conducted by Hankius 
Weekius or Tubius Beckerus. What a farce effici- 
ency would become, and what a swindle the city 
payroll would be in the light of value for value re- 
ceived! That is all, I think. I just wanted to set 
you young men right in the matter.

NEW SOUTH WALES OPENS | 
$7,000,000 STEEL WORKS 


Plant to Be Supplied by Iron Moun- 
tain With Deposits Sufficient to 
Last Many Generations. 
SYDNEY, Australia, Aug. 5.—An iron 
and steel works, representing an out- 
lay of over $7,000,000 has been opened at 
Port Waratah, near Newcastle, New 

South Wales. 

The opening of the plant was regarded 
as an event of great importance in the 
industrial history of the country and 
speeches were made by a numoer of dis- 
tinguished men. The works are located 
at the outlet of the collieries which are 
probably the biggest in the southern 
hemisphere. 

Port Waratah is to become the center 
cf other industries allied to the manufac- 
ture of iron ard steel products. The 
iron ore for the milis will come from 
Iron Knob, half way across the Aus- 
tralian continent, where deposits car- 
rying 68 per cent of metallic iron are 
sufficient to !ast for many generations. 
All the machinery in the works is of 
American meke. About 50 workmen from 
the United States are engaged, chiefly 
for training the Australian workmen.

improvement in prison conditions and 
probably the liberation of many prison- 
ers who have become diseased or broken 
down in their confinement, tikely will 
foliow the investigation of the State 
Prison Farm here ‘by Gov. Nat Harris 
and the Prison Commission, following 
the attack on the life of Leo Frank by 


another convict. 

Gov. Harris frankly frankly stated that 
he was touched by the sorrow of the 
prisoners, many of them life-termers, 
erd while he was at the farm .e prom- 
ised that before his term expires he will 
set free Edgar Stripling, the iife-term 
prisoner, whose escape and recapture 
ettracted national attention a few years 
ago. 

This promise was won from the Gov- 
ernor by the plea of the prisoner’s little 
daughter, Bessie, 6 years old. Bessie 
and her grown sister have been living 
rear the State farm some time in ordec 
to pay frequent visits to their father. 
When Bessie heard the Governor was 
coming she waited at the entrance for 
him. Walking up to him she took his 
hand and said: 


Pardon Is Promised. 
“Mr. Governor, won't you please turn 
my papa loose? He is sick and there 


Please turn him loose, Mr. Governor.” 

The Governor, visibly affected by the 
childish plea, patted little Bessie on 
the head as he replied: 

“Little girl, run and tell your papa 
that I'm going to turn him out of here, 
but I don’t know just what day. Tell 
him I’m going to pardon him.” 

Bessie ran with the good news as 
fast as her little legs could carry her 
to her father, who was on the same 
tloor of the prison. .Stripling was over- 
come with joy. He declared that if the 
pardon didn’t come in six months, how- 
ever, that he would be dead. 

Stripling’s attorney already has pre- 
rented his application for a pardon to 
the Prison Commission and it probably 
v.ill be acted on in a short time. 

Stripling was sentenced t the Geor- 
gia State Prison in 189: for the murder 
of William Cornett in Harris County. 
In 1909 he escaped and went to Dan- 
valle, Va., where he hid his identity, tak- 
ing the name of R. E. Morris, and 
Fecame one of the leading citizens of 
the town. He was joined there by his 
wife and children and became Chief of 
Police of Danville. 

He still was serving in this office 
when his identity was discovered and he 
vas returned to Georgia more than two 
years ar- *~ ~---*- o-+# his sentence 

Gov. Harris announced on his return 
to Atlanta that he would’send a specia! 
message to the General Assembly rer- 
ommending radical reforms, and will 
probably ask for an appropriation of at 
least $50,000 for needed improvements. 

The Governor was particularly im- 
pressed with the fact that many of the 
prisoners are old men, feeble and ema- 


ther crime, yet held behind the bars. 

The Governor stated that he would 
ask the Prison Commission to make a 
careful investigation to determine how 
many infirm prisoners there are, how 
long they have served and whether ur 
not they can be released. He said he 
would release all such prisoners recom- 
mended by the commission. 


NORTH POLE MOVING OUTWARD 


Potsdam Scientists Make Repert va 
Variation of Latitu: +. 

BERLIN, Aug. 5.—Notwithstanding 
the preoccupations of war, the staff of 
the Potsdam Observatory has been abwu: 
to issue its annual report on the astro- 
nomical phenomenon known as the vari- 
ation of latitude. This was first discov- 
ered in 1885 by the director of the Berlin 
observatcry, who could only account for 
certain discordant measurements of stai 
places by assuming that the latitud-: 
of Berlin had changed. 

Since tien it has been shown that the 
axis of the earth is not immovable, but 
has a kind of wobbly motion In a rough 
circle, which causes the latitude of 
every Place on the surface alternately to 
increase and decrease. The past year's 
observations were made in Russia, Ja 
pan, Italy and other countries and for- 
warded to Potsdam for comparison and 
collation. The study of all the data thus 
gathered enabled tne Potsdam scientists 
to announce that the North Pole is at 
present moving outwards, the radius of 
the circle it is describing being about 
2 feet.

16-Year-Old Bookkeeper and 
Two Companions Had Money 
in an Old Suit Case. 


GOING TO SEE THE WORLD 


Texas Youths Were Bound for 
South America by Way of 
St. Louis and New York.

PARSONS, Kan., Aug. 5.—lL. O. Car- 


roll, aged 16; John Kalamsi, 16, and 
Samuel Debner, 2, were arrested here 
with $6270 in gold and currency in a bat- 
tered suit case. Carroll, who was book~- 
keeper of the Chambers County State 
Bank of Anahuac, Tex., has confessed. 
declaring the three robbed the bank of 
$6490 last Saturday night. Carroll says 
he will plead gulity. 

The boys had started to St. Louis. 
They had planned to go from St. Louis 
to New York and from there to South 
America, With three through tickets in 
their possession they were dozing in « 
chair car when the train stopped here. 
Outside a man on the platform shouted 
all aboard for St. Louis. They thought 
it was a conductor announcing the 
train’s arrival in St. Louis and got off. 

Lavish Buying Causes Arrest. 
The purchase of new outfits of expen- 
sive clothing and pearl-handled revolvers 
caused the arrest of the boys here. 
They entered a taxicab, telling the 
driver to take them to a good hotel. 
They all took the same room and, leav- 
ing the suit case, with thousands in it, 
in an unlocked room, went downtown, 
buying new underwear, sults, hats and 
silk shirts. 

At another store they bought two 
pearl-handled revolvers. $$ Suspicious 
storekeepers informed the police. Fear- 
ing an attempt to use the new weapons, 
a police raiding squad was formed and 
six officers closed in on the room. No 
resistance was offered. Officers were 
dumfounded when they found piles of 
money in the suit case. 

Carroll says he hes worked in the 
bank three years and was thoroughly 
trusted, being allowed to carry keys to 
the front door, and given the combina- 
tion to the vault and to the safe inside 
the vault. The two other boys spént 
most of their time fishing, Carroll as- 
serts. 

“IT had known them, a long time,”’ he 
said. “I was only getting $25 a month 
in the bank and they said that with all 
that money right there I could get away 
with a chunk of it and that we could 
escape easily, going to South America 
or somewhere else. There didn’t seem 
to be anything going on in Anahuac, 
and finally I let them talk me into it. 

“They first made the suggestion about 
a week ago. The last of last week we 
decided to do it and made our plans. 
Saturday I worked at the bank all day 
and went home, eating support with my 
father. My mother was attending’ the 
cotton carnival in Galveston. After sup- 
per I went down to their boat. They 
kept their suit cases with clothes there 
all the time. I did not have any bag- 
gage. ° 

Robbery War Eany. 

“About midnight we went to the 
bank. I had my key and uniocked the 
door and we went inside. One of them 
stood near the front of the bank to 
watch and the other went with me to 
the vault. We took what paper money 
and gold there was, leaving about $#) 
in silver We stuffed the money in our 
pockets. Then I locked the vault 
again and locked the bank door. Wy 
went back down to the boat and in that 
crossed Galveston. Bay to Morgan's 
Point. From there we went to La 
Porte, Tex., where we boarded a motor 
car which took us to Houston. We 
bought our railroad tickets at Hous- 
ton.” 

Carroll says he counted the loot witlle 
in the boat on the bay and he is sure 
there was only $6400. With $6270 re- 
covered here, only $220 still is missing. 
Of this, Carroll says $70.50 was spent 
for the trio’s railroad tickets to &t 
Louis.

“There were numerous developments 
to iifluence stock market trading today 
and the market as a whole was one of 
the most interesting that Wall street 
has seen since the present excited rise in 
the war order stuvks began. Advices 
from the steel centers indicated that the 
demand at the mills was veiy heavy. 
This was reflected in a furthe: advance 
rinzing from “Sc to 2% 2 ton for various 
classes of material. <All pcrtions of the 
industry having to do with war order 
work had about all the business that 
cowd he har.dicd. Idore war heard of 
railroad buying, and although the move- 
ment. was not as heavy as it sometimes 
is at this season, the demand showed 
signe of broadening with an excellent 
jucwry in some quarters. Reports of a 
better tone to general trade were par- 
tially confirmed by the summary of 
business conditions given out by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board. 

Prices Are Higher. 

“Prices advanced sharply and most of 
the war stocks were very active, with 
the broadest inquiry that has been yet 
seen. The rise to 307 for Bethlehem Steel 
naturally attracted most attention. Of 
more popular interest, however, was the 
tremendous trading in United States 
Steel, ‘which was in strong demand, at 
new hi h records for the movement. The 
demand for this stock, as well as the 
inquiry for the equipment shares, led to 
general advances in most of the indus- 
trial list. Most of the war stocks 
showed special strength at the opening, 
the gains since yesterday ranging from 
1 to 6 points 

Late Market Is Strong. 


“Then there was a further advance 
and the whole market soon displayed 
pronounced strength with sharp bid- 
ding up prices in the industrial group. 
After that there was a generol reaction 
Which depressed some of the active 
stocks from 1 to 3 points from the 
early high level. But the demand for 
the stocks was sufficient to absorb what 
were offered and new buying power 
soon developed, which gave fresh stim- 
ulus to the entire market. It was sig- 
nificant also that the market became 
very active on the advance which, for 
almost the first time since the present 
movement began, was sustained by 
strength in the railroad issues. 

“Buying of these shares was based 
not alone on the possibility of an in- 
crease in freight rates for the Western 
roads, but also in expectation of the 
larger éarnings tO come from the move- 
ment of grain and other foodstuffs to 
Advices from the Western mar- 
kets were distinctly hopeful about the 
crop outlook and thé feeling seemed to 
be that the damage from rust and un- 
cavesetie weather conditions had not 
spoil ed the-chance of a bumper crop.

CARGO OF WAR MUNITIONS 


Liner From New York to Liverpool 
Carries 12 American Mechanics for 
British Ammunition Factories. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—The White Star 
liner Adriatic, the largest steamship left 


in the Transatlantic service, sailed for 


Liverpool yesterday atternoon, under 
command of Capt. B. F. Hayes, loaded 
with what was estimated to be the larg- 
est cargo of war mvnitions yet taken 
from this port 

No official figures were given out, but 
jt was said at the pier that at least 16,500 
tons of cargo had been stowed in her 
hold and with a deckicad of aeroplanes 
and automobile trucks, and part of her 
steerage quarters piled high with crates, 
her total Joad was almost 18,000 tons.
